Divers Bring Up Canvas Tube
From Slocum Wreck.

WHERE DID THE FIRE BEGIN?

Man Says the Crew Knew of It
at Fifty-Aith Street.

sSeoond Viotim, Who Knows the hiver, Says
Flames Had:Big Headway at Eighty-
sixth Street—Boat Brought Up by the

Much new evidence touching the origin
of the fire on the General Slocum and the
conditions which prevailed on board' her
was collected yesterday. Part of this was
gsecured by the wreckers working about
the hulk; part was in the form of state-
ments made by men who were on board.
These tend to show that the vessel was on
fire much earlier than had previously been
supposed, and that the officers and crew
were acquainted with the fact.

Five feet of the fire hose of the General
Blocum was recovered -from e wreck
yesterday momning by Diver Tulloch, and
turned over to Coroper O'Go to serve
as evidence at the injuest on Monday.
The hose was burned at both ends and on
a fold in the middle, as though it had never
been unreeled, The hose is a 2);-inch can-
vas tube without any rubber lining what-
ever. ‘

Former Fire Marshal Freel, who examined
the section of hose, said that while it might
perve its purpose if an attempt had been
made to use it in the case of the Slocum, it
would be seriously defective if the hose
had to be used at any considerable range,
He said:" ;

“The rough weave of the canvas on the
inside causes a considerable loss of force
at the norzle on account of the friotion with
the water. Roughly, in such hose as.that
the loss due to friction would be about forty
pounds to a hundred feet or hose. The
hose is porous also and leaks somewhat.
That is, it ‘sweats,’ causing a further loss
of power, until the fiber of the hoss swells

*I saw smoke coming up out of the hold
when we were at Ninety-second stroet.
We were right in the opening of Hell Gate
and even at that time my knowledge of
boat fires taught me thd Slocum was no
place to stay. The fire must have been
going some time then. The smoke was
dense. I took hold of my wife and six-
year-old son and we jumped. I managed
to swim, with my wife resting on my shoul-
ders, to the Long Island shorp, but I have
:9& seen my son since and I am looking for

Captives' Release Demanded Before Money
Is Turned Over.

WasHINGTON, June 18.—The State De-
partment has been informed by United
States Consul-General Gummere at Tan-
gier of the arrangements made by the
Sultan of Morocco for complying with the
demands of Raisuli so as to bring about
the release of Ion Perdicaris and his son-
in-law, Cromwell Varley.

Just now the officials are waiting to know
what Raisuli will say to their proposal that
he shall entrust the captives to the Shereef
of Wazan before the ransom is delivered.

Mr. Gummere says that Raisuli's nego-
tiator returned to the camp last night and
said that the terms agreed to by the Sultan
had been accepted by Raisuli, who in-
sisted, however, that the ransom of $55,000
and the release of his political followers
whom the Sultan has had in prison must
be delivered to-day at Tarudant, where
Raisuli's captives will be set free.

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RUSSIAN FOLLY IS COSTLY.

STAKELBERG'S LOSSES ESTI-
MATED AS HIGH AS 14,000,

Eleven Hundred Wounded Have Reached
Liscyang—European Experts Con-
demn the Sacrificing of This Feroe
—Renewal of Activity at Port Arthur,

Spectal Cadle Despaiches to TRE SUN.

LoNDON, June 18.—The latest news from
the Far East serves to confirm the impres-
sion now general throughout Europe that
the saying is applicable to nations as well
a8 men “whom the gods wish to destroy
they first make mad.” The 8t. Petersburg
interference which led to the attempted
relief of Port Arthur is condemned as little
short of insanity.

The complete annihilation of this Russian
foroe is fully expected by European experts
and little is now expected in the way of
military success from a nation whose au-
thorities seem to be victims of absolute
demoralization.,

LiaoYaNa, June 18.—Eleven hundred of
the troops who were wounded in the battle
Wafangkow - have arrived here. Among
this number are fifty-five Russian officers.
The Russian force engaged in the fight
oonsisted of -forty-two battalions. The
Japanese had forty-four battalions in the
action. The artillery of the Japanese was
superior, to that of the Russians and they
had over 200 guns in the fight. The total
loases of the Russians were about 2,000.

Gen, Stakelberg's men are now march-
ing north along the railway, which is unable
to transport more than a few thousand.

BERLIN, June 18.—A despatch from St
Petersburg to the Lokal Anzeiger says the
losses of Gen. Stakelberg in the battle of
Telissu and the retreat following it were
14,000,

Paris, June 18.—It is reported in St.
Petersburg, aocording to a despatch to
the Echo de Paris, that Gen. Stakelberg
lost 10,000 men in killed, wounded and
missing while he was retreating from Wa-
fangow. An entire division, it is said,
kcomposing his left wing, was surrounded
by the Japaness and annihilated. The
rest of his army got away by means of the
railroad under the protection of the cavalry.

'MUKDEN, June 18.—An ambulance train
arrived here yesterday morning with
wounded to the number of nine officers and
460 men from Wafangkow, Two hours later
a seoond train brought 29 officers and 270
men, wounded. They were placed in Red
Cross field hospitals.

The officers say that after two days of
fighting the Japaness on Wednesday re-
inforced their machine gtins with heavier
artillery and began to inflict serious havoo
upon the Russians, who were ordered to
retire to save further losses. This move-
ment was effected in perfect order. The
troops, the officers said, were full of eager-
ness to give battle again to the Japanese!

VLADIVOSTOK FLEET STILL OUT.

Search Japanese Merchantmen—Pursuing
Squadren Not Heard From.

LONDON, June 18.—A despatch to the
Central News from Tokio says that the
Russian ships from Vladivostok are now
making for the southward fyom the island
of Hokkaido (Yess0). The'anxiety as to
the fate of the transport Izumi, which was
in the sume waters as the Hitachi and the
Sado when they met the Russians, is in-
creasing.

Tokio, June 18--The Russian Vladivo-
stok squadron was sighted at 5:30 o’clock
this morning off the western entrance of
the Tsugaru Strait, at the southern ex-
tremity of Yesso, the northernmost island
of Japan.

Jater in the day the Russian ships dis-
appeared off the west coast of the Aomori
prefecture. They searched two Japanese
merchantmen and transferred to one-of
them the English second mate whom they
had taken aboard fromr the transport Sado.
They allowed the merchantmen to depart
.uninjured.

1t is expected heve that Skrydloff's ships
will return to Vladivostok to-day.

Nothing is known here of the whereabouts
of Admiral Kamimura's squadron, which
was reporied yesterday to be pursuing the
Russians.

Five hundred and nine survivors of the
transports SBado and Hitachi have arrived
at southern ports. The Russians allowed
610 non-combatants to leave the Bago.
The whereabouts of these men is unknown.,

ATTACHES ON LOST TRANSPORTS.

Berlin Hears That Several Foreign Officers

In faoct the office of
oounty detective has been practically
abolished,

Hereafter the county detectives, exocept
Reardon, who is a special policeman, will
not be much more than subpeena servers,
unless Distriot Attorney Jerome in person
requires other work from them. Aside
from 'ﬂlt the county detectives will be much
more mild and modest than a few of them
have been in the past.

The ocounty detectives who have been
at the call of certain Assistant District
Attorneys in the past will not be so busy
in the future. 1f an Assistant District At-
torney requires the services of a ocounty
detective he will have to submit a request
to John A. Henneberry, chief clerk of the
District Attorney’s office. Mr. Henneberry
will have supervision over the county
detectives. When one of Mr. Jerome's
assistants wants a county detective, Mr,
Henneberry will assign the man for the
job.

Some persons may think that the shadow-
ing of Reginald Vanderbilt is responsible
for the curtailing of the powers of the county
detectives, but that is not the case. accord-
ing to thase who are familiar with the situa-
tion in the Criminal Courts Building. It
was said yesterday that Mr, Jerome has
oonsidered the matter for some time. The
change may have been hastened by the
actions of certaln county detectives in the
Vanderbilt case, but it was bound to come
sooner or later, friends of Mr. Jerome said
yesterday.

New Yorker Finds Volcano Too Aetive fer

GUADALAJARA, Mexico, June 18.—Charles
L. Dignowity, the New York mining engineer
who left here recently to climb the Colima
volcano, failed. When he reached the
mountain he found that ite sides were cov-
ered with sand and ashes and that show-
ers of sand and ashes were falling at in-
tervals. He concluded that an ascent
would be attended with too much danger.

He reached a
point near the summit, which is 14,850 feet
above the level of the sea, nearly 2,000 feet
higher than Colima, and had a n excellent
view of the volcano.

WAITING FOR FAIRBANKS..

He Will Not Give His Declslon. i;-.‘

Until To-morrow.

Party Leaders Say the President Has
Pulled the Reins Too Hard and Are at
Daggers’ Points With Him—Private
Wire From the White House Bringe Or-
ders That None Dares te Disobey—No
Cheering Throngs er Parades of Dele-
sations—Cortelyou Situation SNl &
_Vexing One—Falrbanks Hears Remark
About s “Woolly Horse From Indiana.”

CHICAGO, June 18.—In many respects
situation, as
reflected by its distinguished representatives
who are here to attend the national con-
vention on Tuesday, is the most remark-
able in the history of the party. The nomi-
nation of President Roosevelt has been a
foregone conclusion for a number of months
and yet not a single ploture of the President
is to be seen in the hotels and publioc resorts
of Chicago to-night.

The national committee has been here
since Wednesday going through the form
of hearing the oontests in & number of
States and yet the verdict of the committee
in both the Louisiana and Wisconsin cases
was known ten days before the committee
assembled.

PRESIDENT BEATED NE GRO DELEGATION.

The national committeemen do not hesi-
tate to admit that the President directed
the seating of the negro dclegation in
Louisiana and the ‘unhorsing of Gov, La
Follette and his followers in the Badger
State, and now ex-Gov. Warmouth, head
of the “Lily Whites” in Louisiana, proclaims
that he is to take the fight into the com-
mittee on credentials and, if necessary,
to the floor of the convention.

Gov. La Follette vows to-day that he
will do likewise. Beyond prolonging the
session of the convention, the conduct of
Warmouth and La Follette will avail them
nothing. :

This convention is dominated in every
nail and board by President Roosevelt in
the White House. The President has &
private wire runping into the Auditorium

Hotel Annex. His commands are sent over

this wire, and none here has the tendency
to disobey the slightest suggestion of the
President.

“HANNA'S GHOST OVER EVERYTHINOG."

While the national committee obeyed
the President’s commands as to Warmouth
and La Follette, they have exercised their
own discretion in other matters. This
national committee is the handiwork of
the dead Senator Hanna, at Philadelphia,
four years ago, and as one of its most
renowned members said to-day:

“Hanna's ghost is over everything here.
Hanna's is the only picture to adorn the
convention. Hanna's pioture is the only
one seen in Chicago to-day, and if Hanna
had lived to call this convention to order
he would have been nominated for President
in a whirlwind.

ROOSEVELT HAS PULLED THE REINS TOO

HARD.

The President’s friends say in whispers
that he has played the game for a nomina-
tion too hard and stiff, and in his way has
aroused antagonisms. At Minneapolis, in
1892, half of the convention was arrayed
against Harrison in his desire for a renomi-
nation, and bitterness filled the air. Here
only a handful of Republican officeholders
speak up for the President, while all the
others—Governors, United States Senators,
Representatives in Congress—resort to the
shabbiest sort of utterances when speaking
of the President.

Yet not one of them will speak out in
meeting, as it were, and this situation is
all the more remarkable when it is recalled
that 85 per cent. of the delegates to this
convention are instructed to vote for the
President's nomination on Tuesday next.

The comment of the President's friends
in the officeholding group .is that without
doubt the President has pulled the reins
too hard; and they go on to say that the
Republican party has been generous,
amiable and zealous to distinguish the
President, while he, on his part, has essayed
to crack the whip and to play the réle of
an intolerant master, .

LEADERS AT DAGGERS' POINTS WITH HIM.

Without the slightest fear of contra-
diction, the Republicans declare that the
President and a vast majority of the leaders
of the Republican party are at daggers'
points. While a majority of these leaders
admit that the President is exceedingly
popular with the voters in their respective
bailiwicks, they do not hesitate to assert
that the President is in danger of taxing
his popularity to the breaking point

They base their statements to that effect
by resorting to logical statements which
to their minds prove that if the President
can find it in his make-up, in his desire
for the nomination, to humiliate a national
committeesmen, Governors, United States
Senators and all others prominent in the
party's affairs, he would not hesitate an
instant, if elected, to demonstrate the same
intolerant and arrogant spirit toward the
people, who at best are but the creaturcs
of Government,

NO ENTHUBIASM POR PRESIDENT.

There isn't & particle of enthusiasm here
for the President. To-day was the first
time that the strains of a band have been
heard. There are no cheering thrnogs.
such as have marked the preliminaries of
other Republican conventions. There are
no street parades of delegations, and up
to midnight to-night one lone, single, soli-
tary band had been heard, and the conven-
tion only three days away. .

“Where are the bands?” Senator Nathan
Bay Soott of West Virginia was asked and
he replied:
